CIO president, said today. 


Thomas told a press conference 


the decision for the conference was 
made by the union's strike strate- 
gy committee. 


"The workers themselves will be 


asked to decide on the President's 
request," Thomas said. He pointed 
out that under the union's constitu- 
tion, votes by local unions are re- 
quired before a strike can be end- 
ed. 


Thomas disclosed that a letter 


sent under his name Saturday ac- 
cepting General Motors' offer 
to 


reopen its parts plants to supply 
competitors 
was written by his 


publicity department while he was 
on a train and "the signature must 
have been rubber-stamped." 


A short time before the. Presi- 


dent's message, Thomas had ask- 
ed U. S. Attorney General 
Tom 


Clark to investigate General Mo- 
tors' operations contending 
the 


corporation's 
control of a large 


part of the supply of fuel pumps 
for the Industry constituted a mo- 
nopoly. 


The request was made by R. J. 


Thomas, president of the UAW-CIO 
in a telegram which stated that 
"control of a single vital Item gives 
General Motors Corp. 
a 
control 


over its competitors that Is con- 
trary to the public interest."

OF MARITIME UNION 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—(/P)—A 24- 


hour work stoppage which the Na- 
tional Maritime Union (CIO) said 
would 
Involve 
80,000 
workers 


throughout the nation got under 
way this morning when 8,000 m\i 
left their jobs on the New York 
waterfront, tying up 120 ships. 


The union said the stoppage was 


a protest that overseas 
veterans 


were not being returned to the 
United States as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 
The union had contended 
that ships It claims should be used 
to transport troops are being used 
for other purposes. 


Four men remained on each ship 


as a security measure, the union 
reported.,

Documents laid before the inter- 


national military tribunal showed 
that the Munich pact—by which 
the Czech Sudetenland was hand- 
ed over to the nazis—was signed 
only two days before the date set 
by the German high command for 
four armies and the air force to 
be prepared for a blitz invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. 
The German air force also expect- 


ed France to join the fight and 
had prepared detailed plans for- at- 
tack in the west, the evidence in- 
troduced by American prosecutors 
made plain. 


Detailed plans for the 
invasion 


and an agreement that Hungary 
would join m the attack loft little 
doubt at the trial that the cold- 
blooded invasion would have been 
carried out if England and France 
had not signed the Munich pact. 
Plans for the bombing of Prague 


without warning were made by Col 
Gen. Alfred Jodl, German 
army 


chief of staff, while Sudeten Ger- 
mans were ordered to stir up unrest 
and Hungary had promised to be 
ready to "take part in the conflict 
by October first," official German 
documents disclosed. 


Field Marshal Wilhelm 
Keltel, 


chief of the high command, accord- 
ing to another German document, 
was ordered on Sept. 26, 1938, to 
move his assault forces up to the 
jumping off places for the Czecho- 
slovak invasion. Next day Britain 
mobilized her fleet and Prime Min 
Ister Neville Chamberlain joined 
French Premier Edouard Daladler 
at Munich, where they finally gave 
in before Hitler's threat of war 
and signed the Munich pact on 
September 29. 


Citing the growth of the nazi 
party into a powerful fifth column 
among the Sudeten Germans, an 
official Czechoslovak report 
filed 


with the court asserted that "few 
people knew that Henlein (Konrad 
Henleln, nazi leader in Czechoslo 
vakia) went on Hitler's payroll... 
In 1933." 


Another top-secret Hitler direc- 


tive added to the mounting pile of 
evidence disclosed that the fuehrer 
said on May 30, 1938—four months 
before the Munich pact and a year 
before the Germans goose-stepped 
into Prague—that "it Is my unal- 
terable decision to smash Czecho- 
slovakia hy military action In the 
near future."

he atmic bomb. 


Bush recalled that scientists un- 


der his direction had developed a 
lowerful incendiary to burn Japa- 
nese cities before the atomic bomb 
was used. 


"The decision to use them was 


made by President Roosevelt," Dr. 
Bush said. "In order to wipe out 
industry in Japanese cities 
we 


were forced to kill many people. 
That was a serious problem In my 
mind and I was glad I did not have 
to make this decision." 


The witness said the same ques-

arose on use of the atomic 


bomb "but I knew it would

the war." 


Bush, director of the office

ment, said that premature outlaw- 
ing of the atomic bomb could well 
be "disastrous.

It's some 21 years ago that young 


Ahmed Zogu, sword at side, rode 
out of the pages of a 
medieval 


story book of adventure and head- 
ed a revolt which ousted Bishop 
Fan 
S. Noli, who had been gov- 


erning tho country through a par- 
liament of sorts. A couple of years 
later parliament changed the con- 
stitution to permit Xogu to mount 
the throne as King Zog 1, and he 
zogged along 
successfully 
until 


the exigencies of the world 
war 


drove nlm out.

the Balkans were superimposed on 
a feudal system which has surviv- 
ed through the centuries.

seen peasant girls doing heavy ex- 
cavation work for 15 cents a day 
to enrich one of the landed gentry.

kans thrones means that the feu- 
dal system Is on its way out then 
there seems no cauo to weep. 


The King should have seen the 


writing on the wall and made the 
changes themselves.
